Smith the 
nomination, because they think he has 
won it, because opposition is scattered, 
because they think he is the only man 
who has a chance to save the minority 
party by cutting into the wet Republi- 


For the Republicans, there never has 
been a time, old political observers de- 
clare, when the people were less able 
or willing to indicate a preference as 
to the successor to President Coolidge. 
The strength of the President is evenly 
spread among the people. The average 
Western Republicaiu would be perfectly 
satisfied with another term for Cool- 
idge. Beyond this, when it comes to 
the necessity which then appears cer- 
tain of picking another candidate, this 
correspondent has noted another in- 
teresting situation. 

While there is no movement in any 


State to hand a delegation 


can be listed now as a Hoover or a 
Lowden State, yet the underlying idea 
is abroad in the West that Dawes 
would make a winning candidate.

The migration of unskilled labor 
from Europe to the United States has 
virtually ceased since the enactment 
of the quota restriction law, the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board of 
New York City announced yesterday, 
following a survey.

| laborers annually return to Europe 
than migrate here from there, the re-

last three years, and has depended al- 
most wholly on immigration from 
Mexico and Canada.

RETURNING TO EUROPE 


Those Going Back Outnumber 
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| PRINCESS OPENS OWN H 


Arrivals 3 to 1, a Re- 
port Reveals. 


MANY CANADIANS IN U. S. 


New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—The tide | 
of industrial labor migration has re- 
versed itself since the enactment of 
the quota restriction law and since 
1924 approximately three times as 
many common laborers have returned 
to Europe as have come from there 
o this country, the National Industrial 
Conference Board, Inc., said in a re- 
port made public today. 

Since the enactment of the quota 
restriction law, the annual net gain 
of common labor, which stood at 260,- 
000 before the Worid War, dropped to 
about 25,000 a year in the past three 
years. Mexico and Canada, and to a 
smaller degree other nonquota na- 
tions, have furnished most of these 
immigrants, the report shows. Farm 
laborers, according to the board, have 
generally remained in the United 
States, a gain of 15,000 annually being 
shown in this class. 

Only a small proportion of the im- 
migration from Mexico and Canada 
consists of farm labor, the report says, 
these two countries now being the 
chief sources of new unskilled indus- 
trial labor.

Helen, Deserted by Carol; 
Is to Aid Wayward Girls 


Former Crown Princess, Encouraged by the Rockefeller 
Foundation, Dedicates Own Hospital for the 
Poor People at Bucharest. 


Bucharest, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—The beau- 
tiful Princess Helen of Roumania, her 


faith in humanity shattered, and her 
hope of happiness in marriage blighted 
by the desertion of former Crown Prince 
Carol, today decided to dedicate her life 
to Red Cross nursing and reclamation 
of fallen girls. With encouragement 
from officials of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, she established a schoo]. for 
nurses in Bucharest, which she for- 
mally dedicated today. 

There are already 25 students in the 
school, including one American girl. 
Princess Helen hopes to enlist the in- 
terest of the American Red Cross in the 
institution, since she is possessed only 
of the most slender means of her own 
to conduct the school. The princess 
also inaugurated a home for wayward 
and destitute girls and dispensaries for 
sick children and indigent mothers. 

Garbed in the white uniform of a 
nurse, the symbolic, Red Crfoss on her 
forehead and chest, the “slim gray 
princess,” as the natives call her, makes 
a striking figure of beauty, benevolence 
and benignity, her beautiful bobbed 
blonde hair growing in such. profusion 
that it covers even her sad blue eyes 
and her lovely deep dimples. 

To her intimate friends the heart- 
broken princess confided that her love 
for Carol is dead and she has too little 
faith in mankind to remarry. Her 
family; however, is eager that she shall 


. 
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wed again in order to divert her mind | 


from her present sorrows 

Although Carol ignores her and never 
writes to her from his haunts in Paris, 
Princess Helen speaks of the errant 
prince without the slightest trace of 
rancor, revenge or reproach. The cour- 
ageous, dignity and womanly forebear- 
ance which she has shown all through 
her abandonment, has won the admira- 
tion and sympathy of the entire Amer- 
ican colony here, to which she has be- 
come greatly endeared. 

Since her desertion by Carol, Princess 
Helen has lived alone with little King 
Michael and his pet dog in a cottage 
in the Carpathian Mountains. Like a 
cloistered novitiate in a convent, she 
spends her days in meditation and 
prayer, surrounded by books, flowers, 
trees and birds. 

In its simplicity and plainness her 
humble wooden abode on the summit 
of Piniciclad Mountain, overlooking the 
village of Sinala, might be likened as 
the hut of any American trapper or 
woodsman in the Adirondack or Appa- 
lachian Mountains. 

Princess Helen is so intensely modest 
and retiring her friends say she would 
prefer. the infinite peace, repose and 
seclusion in this American-like bunga- 
low to a soverign’s golden crown and 
queendom over 16,000,000 people, which 
would have been her lot if Carol had 
not foresaken her.

Elephant Puzzle Editor

“Contestants in The Post’s elephant 
weighing marathon don’t know what 
an easy job they have.” 


The elephant contest editor settled 
himself in a chair, pulled up a mail 
sack and started to open letters. 

“Why I went to the Bureau of Stand- 
ards Saturday,” he went on, “and saw 
a weighing device so delicate that the 
mark of a pencil will change the indi- 
cated weight of a piece of paper. Now 
the man who invented those scales 
had a tough job, while those who go 
in for weighing elephants The Post’s 
way have it comparatively simple.

SMITH AND VARE TO BE SEATED 
WHEN SENATE OPENS SESSION 


CONTINUED FROM PAGE l. 


Wilson, not contested Vare’s election. 
This contest will be turned over to the 
committee on privileges and elections 
as a matter of course. The votes may 
first be analyzed, and no one seriously 
contends Vare has not hundreds of 
thousands of votes to spare. 


Vare Decision Assured. 


Thus, Vare will take his seat and per- 
form his duties as senator while the 


committee goes through the form of 
deciding a “contest.” There will be 
some fiery speeches when the commit- 
tee reports, but the outcome of the 
Vare case is a foregone conclusion. Ap- 
parently it will take a two-thirds vote 
to eject Smith, and the Senate can not 
decide the contest against Vare by 
majority vote without maintaining that 
the people of Pennsylvania cast more 
votes for Wilson, which is admitted in 
advance to be an absurd contention. 

So Vare’s battle appears to be already 
over and Smith’s chances of remaining 
in the Senate are at least not negligible. 
The all-important point, however, is 
that the Senate is going to deal with 
the cases in accordance with the Con- 
stitution and not in accordance with 
political whims, which would virtually 
undermine representative government. 
In other words, the theory that sena- 
tors-elect can be ejected by a majority 
vote of the Senate is to be relegated 
‘to the scrap heap. 


New Theory Booked to Go. 


The constituticnal provision that 
both houses of Congress are the sole 
judges of the qualifications of their 
members is to be interpreted in the 
usual commonsense way. That is, do 
they come within the qualifications 
as to age, residence, d&c., set forth in 
the Constitution? There is to be 
abandonment of the new theory that 
senators from other States can decide 
whether or not they like the charac- 
teristics, tone of voice, color of hair of 
the men chosen by the States of Penn- 
sylvania and Illinois, and throw them 
out at their own pleasure, even before 
they are let in. 

And, lastly, the incomprehensible 
problem of how senators-elect can be 
ejected on the ground that the Senate 
is the sole Judge of the qualifications 
of “its members” before these indi- 
viduals are admitted to membership will 
not trouble the senatorial mind. This 
was the biggest stumbling block of the 
anti-Vare, anti-Smith campaign. “How 
can we be the judge of a member’s 
qualifications if we prevent him from 
becoming a member by denying him 
the oath of office?” has been one of 
the most frequent questions. 


; King Explains Views. 


Senator King has set forth his views 
in a statement made to the Associated 
Press and published i. full in Utah. 
He says that a coalition of Democrats 
and Progressives is desirable for secur- 
ing legislation, but he does not think 
it feasible to form such coalition for 
dealing with the Smith and Vare cases. 
King deals with these cases on broad 
constitutional, as distinguished from 
political, grounds and outlines the path 
which most of the Democrats will fol- 
low. He said: 

“Important constitutional questions 
are involved in the assertion of the 
power of the senate to exclude a mem- 
ber-elect who has been duly certified 
as such by a State. These questions 
vitally affect our dual system of gov- 
ernment. To deny the right of a State 
to select its representatives in the sen- 
EE ———————————— 
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ate would be a fatal impairment of the 
rights of a sovereign State, ahd would 
therefore affect our real form’ of gov- 
ernment. Senators are all sworn to 
maintain the Constitution, and a fail- 
ure to do so would in effect be a be- 
trayal of our Constitution. Every sen- 
ator should endeavor to the utmost to 
uphold the Democratic traditional poli- 
cies Of home rule, and should oppose 
any doctrine which would be fatally 
subversive of the rights of a State. 

“Senators elected can not be ex- 
cluded On flimsy grounds, and prece- 
dents of this character would indeed 
be unwise, for few seats would be free 
from attack, and each State should 
be allowed to adopt its own method 
of electing its senators and without 
outside interference. The clection con- 
tests in Pennsylvania as well as the 
senatorial situation in Illinois will un- 
doubtedly early engage the attention 
of the Senate. And whether the Reed 
committee, or some other special com- 
mittee or the committee on privileges 
and elections takes cognizance of 
these cases it is certain that they wi!! 
be passed upon fairly without partisan- 
ship or prejudice, and with due regard 
to the rights of the individuals con- 
cerned as well as the rights of the 
sovereign States involved. 

“During the hearings before the 
Reed committee in the Vare case it 
Was apparent that there was a seri- 
ous contest on within the Republican 
organization and that the State candi- 
Gates as well as county officials and 
members of the various county central 
committees were also to be chosen, so 
that the primary election was not 
alone for the senatorial candidates and 
in the hearing no evidence was offered 
that in any sense reflected upon the 
personal integrity of Mr. Vare, and his 
individual contributions were expended 
almost entirely in sending out circulars 
to the voters within his State.”

FIFTH VICTIM IS DEAD; 
22 SUFFER INJURIES 


Two Young Former Tenants 
Sought; Were Seen Carry- 
ing Boxes Into Building. 


New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Another 
life was added today to the toll of the 


bomb explosion which wrecked a four- 
atory tenement building in West 
Thirty-fifth street yesterday. It killed 
four persons outright and injured 22 
others. 

The latest victim was Mrs, Anna 
Kalsilis, 34, whose mother and daygh- 
ter perished in the blast. She died in 
Bellevue Hospital after the amputation 
of one leg. 

The full personnel of the bomb squad 
was assigned to the case today, after 
the finding of an unexploded bomb in 
the basement of the wrecked building 
prompted detectives to announce that 
there was no doubt the tragedy had 
been the result of the explosive bomb 
similar to one found intact. The un- 
exploded bomb, which was opened to- 
day by inspector Robert W. Withers, of 
the department of combustibles of the 
fire department, was found to be 
tightly packed with 614 pounds of gel- 
atine-nitrate with a fulminate of mer- 
cury detonating cap and wire leads to 
carry the exploding current. The case 
of the bomb was a piece of 3-inch black 
iron pipe, 18 inches long, fitted on each 
end with a screw cap. 

Withers reported that the workman- 
ship of the deadly cylinder and its 
contents indicated it had been made 
by skilled persons. 


Two Young Men Sought. 


Detectives were seeking two young 
men, former tenants of the house, 
whose actions had attracted the atten- 
tion of the landlord, Andrew Caviello, 
and neighbors. These ‘men, police said, 
have been seen carrying gripsacks and 
boxes in and out of their quarters. No 
explanation of the contents of the 
containers ever was learned, Caviello 
said, 

The unexploded bomb w hic h With- 
ers examined today was said to be al- 
most a duplicate of the unexploded 
bomb found in the Clark Street Tunnel 
of the Interborough Rapid Transit Sub- 
way several weeks ago. © 

The bombs were of the same dimen- 
sions. The one found in the subway 
had a shell of galvanized iron and was 
loaded with a mixture of dynamite and 
gunpowder. That found in the wrecked 
tenement was of black iron and con- 
tained only dynamite. 

After questioning Mrs. Andrew Ca- 
villo. wife of the landlord, detectives 
said tonight that they believed it was 
she who by turning an electric light 
switch in her house unwittingly ex- 
ploded the bombs. The woman told 
detectives that the explosion had oc- 
curred almost simultaneously with the 
turning of a switch with which she 
turned on the hall lights in the tene- 
ment. :

London, Oct. 9 (A.P.).-—-The Bishop 
of London, in a sermon heard by mem- 
bers of the American Legion in St. 
Mrgaret’s Church today, specified a 
number of questions which he declared 
must be solved in ordey to prevent a 
misunderstanding between the United 
States and Great Britain. Eliminate 
hat>, he emphasized, asserting that he 
understood American children were 
being taught to hate.Great Britain. 

Alanson Houghton, American Am- 
bassador to the Court of St. James; 
Commander Savage, of the American 
Legion, and representatives of the Brit- 
ish Legion also attended the service. 

“IT am perfectly certain that young 
people in the schools of your great 
country are not taught to love Britain 
as they should,” sald the bishop, 
glancing at the Americans. “Indeed, 
I have been assured by young men with 
whom I have conversed that they had 
been taught to hate this country. This 
business must be taken in hand, for, 
from the point of view of both coun- 
tries, it is a*ntiost serious thing.” 

The bishop said it must be realized 
that Great Britain and the United 
States had separate needs—America is 
self-contained and does not want a 
far-flung empire. “This country would 
starve in three weeks if it had no other 
source to look to,” he said. He char-

OFFICIALS DEGLARE 


Prosecutor Promises. Indict- 
ment This Week; Will Ask 
Death Penalty. 


FORMER BOOTLEG KING 
TO PLEAD OWN CASE 


Four Women Figure in Down- 
fall of Adventurer and 
Dramatic Climax. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Be- 
fore the end of another week George 
Remus, former bootlegger king, whose 


money-mad dash over life’s trails was 


dramatically climaxed last Thursday by 
the slaying of his wife, Imogene, may 
be making his last stand before a bar 
of justice. 


Remus, whose adventurous career 


‘has made him intimate with jails and 


prisons, is again at the crossroads of 
the courts. One road of ominous as- 
pect has at its far end the electric 


chair. Another is the endless trail of 
life imprisonment. While at the third 
if the court so directs, lies freedom. 

The speedy trial asked by Remus 
will be his, barring unforeseen diffi- 
culties. A grand jury to be impaneled 
tomorrow will have the case before it 
probably ‘Tuesday. 

Coroner Fred Swing will conduct an 
inquest into the death of the es- 
tranged wife who Remus shot fatally 
after trailing her through Eden Park 
while she was on her way to push di- 
vorce proceedings against him. 

An indictment will be returned, 
County Prosecutor Charles P. Taft, said, 
about Thursday or Friday. Remus will 
be arraigned immediately, he said, and 
a date set for his trial. The State 
will ask the death penalty. 

Remus has been reticent regarding 
his defense. His friends say he will 
plead justifiable homicide but Remus 
remains silent. 


Women Figure in Fate. 


Four women have figured promin- 
ently in the wife of this shrewd advyen- 
turer who made millions by violating 
the national prohibition law on the 
largest scale since prohibition became 
law. Of greatest importance is the dead 
woman whom he loved but now accuses 
of betraying him to the Federal officers, 
being unfaithful to him while he was 
in Atlanta prison, robbing him of all 
his property and money and seeking to 
civorce him to marry Franklin L. Dodge, 
jr., former prohibition agent who was 
instrumental in Remus’ conviction. 

She was Mrs. Augustas Imogene Re- 
mus, to whom he referred to for years 
as “My beautful Imogene.” 

There is Miss Mary Chenowcth, a re- 
porter for the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal, who is attributed by newspaper 
legend to be the first reporter to ain- 
cover the inside workings of Remus’ 
gigantic bootlegging business. 

It was six years ago on June 28, 
1921, that Miss Chenoweth got together 
the first story which appeared in any 
newspaper connecting the name of 
George Remus with the American boot- 
leg game. The story was an exposure 
of his Kentucky Drug Co., located at 
Covington, through which he withdrew 
100,000 cases of whiskey from Kentucky 
distilleries. Two weeks later a Federal 
citation was issued naming Remus 4s 
head of the company. 


Mrs. Willebrandt Active. 


Mrs. Mable Walker Willebrandt, As- 
sistant United States Attorney General, 
was the woman Government official 
who supervised the collection of evi- 
dence against Remus for the Govern- 
ment. 

Lastly there is Mrs: Mary Hubbard, 
the Government star. witness against 
Remus. It was evidence supplied by 
her to Federal officers that instigated 
a raid in 1922 of Death Valley Farm 
near Cincinnati, which resulted ‘n the 
discovery of a large cache of whiskv 
allegedly owned by Remus. She turned 
to aid the Government after her hus- 
band, employed by Remus, died myste- 
riously from poisoning. 

Two other women figure in the case, 
but not so prominently in Remus’ ad- 
ventures: They are a daughter by a 
former marriage, Ramola Remus, of 
Chicago, and an adopted daughter, 
Ruth Remus, who was with her mother 
at the time of the shooting. 

There is much speculation over what 
has become of the millions of dollars 
Remus said he :.. de by bootlegging. 
Remus asserted that his wife took 

everything he had and left him penni- 
less, while: this charge’ is contradicted 
by Edward Dixon, Mrs. Remus’ divorce 
attorney, and her brother, Harold 
Brown, of Ord, Ontario. Dixon claims 
that Mrs. Remus was pennile-s, and her 
brother said he had been forced to lend 
her money to meet her current expend- 
itures. 

Funeral arrangements for irs. Re- 
mus will be kept-secret, her brother 
said. The body will be taken some 
place out of Ohio for burial.

HARDING SEES DISCOUNT 
HATE EREEMENT NEEDED 


Makes Tentative Suggestions 
for Review by Reserve 
Banks and Board. 


GIVES HISTORY OF SYSTEM 


New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—-W. P. G. 
Harding, governor of the Boston Federal 
Reserve Bank and former governor of 
the Federal Reserve Board, writing in 
the current issue of the American 
Bankers Association Journal, cites the 
need of an agreement between the var- 
jous Federal Reserve Banks and the 
board regarding the establishment and 
review of discount rates. His article, 


containing a history of the Federal Re- 
serve system. and an analysis of the 
Federal reserve law, apparently was in- 
spired by the recent dispute over the 
board’s action in lowering the Chicago 
rediscount rate from 4 to 314 per cent. 

Mr. Harding suggests tentatively “that 
the agreement might take the following 
form: 

“First, the directors of a reserve bank 
vote to establish a rate for reference 
to the Federal Reserve Board. The 
Federal Reserve Board, unless it should 
be unwilling that the rate so esta- 
blished be tried out subject to review 
later on, should advise the bank that 
it would interpose no objection to the 
establishment of the rate. No approval 
having been given, it would seem that 
the board’s power of review could not 
be questioned. 

“Then, when the results of the new 
rate had been noted, in case the board 
should feel that the rate should be 
taken under review, it would notify 
the Federal Reserve Bank or banks 
concerned, making a final date for the 
receipt of oral or written representation 
regarding the rate. 

“Following a review, should the board, 


| by @ majority vote of its entire mem- 
| bership, reach the determination that 


the rate should be changed, it would 
not itself name a new rate, but would 
notify the bank or banks concerned 
that the existing rate would be ab- 
rogated as of a certain date a week or 
ten days ahead. This would give the 
directors of the bank an opportunity 
either to reestablish the old rate, which 
would, of course, be subject to another 
review, or to agree upon a new rate 
which would be satisfactory to the 
board.”

TO EXAMINE BRAIN 
OF RUSSELL SCOTT 


Would Seek Clew to Quirk 
That Caused Suicide as 
Hope Loomed Near. 


LAST ACT SARCASTIC 
FLING AGAINST STATE 


Bet of Loeb Recalled That 
Neither He, Scott Nor 
Grant Would Suffer. 


Special to The Washington Post. 


Chicago, Oct. 9.—Scientists and six 
medical schools are in a lively contest 
to obtain the brain of Russell Scott, 
murderer of Joseph Maurer, 26, who 
committed suicide by hanging in his 
cell last night. They are anxious to 
discover, if possible, the pecullar twist 
or defictency or whatever was responsi- 
ble for his weird actions. It is is hoped 
his relatives will permit some reputable 
school or set of scientists to make a 
thorough examination. 

Scott took his life at a time when 
he appeared to have an_ excellent 
chance definitely to escape the shadow 
of the gallows. He had been sentenced 
to death three times, reprieved three 
times, sentenced to an asylum for the 


.criminal insane, declared sane and re- 


turned to Cook County to be hanged, 
and just a few days ago the Supreme 
Court of Illinois granted him another 
sanity hearing. This was to have been 
held October 24. There remained sev- 
eral avenues of escape open to him 
and the public had settled down to the 
belief that eventually he would be free. 


Illi and Depressed, ‘ 


However, possibly due to a slight 
illness and depression, he decided to 
end it all. Some one had given him 
&@ new belt. He attached his old one 
around his neck, looped the new one 
over the upper bars of his cell and 
eased himself off the iron cot, stran- 
gling himself to death. Even in his last 
dramatic act. he had taken a farewell 
sarcastic fling at the administration 
of law in Illinois, He had accomplished 
something the State, with all its pow- 
erful legal machinery could not do. He 
had executed a cold-blooded murderer. 


Scott’s suicide recalls the gruesome 
parlay bet with death which “Dickie” 
Loeb, one of the slayers of Bobby 
Franks, offered to make with Scott 
and Bernard Grant, the murderer of 
a@ policeman. 

Loeb, conversing with reporters, asked 
them what odds they would give that 
neither he, Scott nor Grant would ever 
go to the gallows. At that time Scott 
and Grant both were under sentence 
of death. The reporters said they con- 
sidered it a 100-to-l shot, but refused 
to put up any money. Had they done 
so they would have lost. Loeb himself 
escaped with a life sentence. Grant, 
using the Loeb and Leopold termina- 
tion as a lever, was able to obtain five 
reprieves and another trial, but -hile 
awaiting it a fellow prisoner stabbed 
him to death for treachery. Now Scott, 
the last of the trio, escaped the gallows, 
or even the fourth threat of the gallows, 
by his own act. 


Hated by Criminals. 


Scott recently had been suffering 
from bronchitis and the hatred of his 
fellow criminals. Always an expert 
confidence man, he had employed his 
trooked talents in jail and had swin- 
dled his prison mates of various sums. 
Because of this he had been removed 
to the stronghold of the jail. 

His faithful wife, who has worn her- 
self gray and bent in his behalf, visited 
him Saturday, bringing him some dain- 
ties from a hotel where she is employed 
as a waitress, but he ound fault with 
her contribution and refused to eat it. 
Jail officials are positive she did not 
bring him the extra belt he employed 
in hanging himself. 

When Scott was arrested for the 
Maurer murder he confessed the crime 
and threw himself on the mercy of the 
court. The judge had started to pro- 
nounce sentence of death when Scott’s 
attorney staged an exhibition, crawling 
on the floor. weeping copiously and 
begged the court to permit him to 
change the plea to cne of not guilty. 
The judge criticized him severely, but 
permitted a change in the plea and 
then followed the long farce and the 
juggling with law and justice which 
Scott finally ended himself.

Present Government Is Not 
One of Labor. 


EXPLAINS POSITION 
IN UPHOLDING STRIKES 


Relationship Close, It Asserts, 
Because Workers’ Leaders 
Aided Revolution. 


Los Angeles, Calif., Oct. 9 (A.P.).— 
The executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor does not consider 
the Mexican government a trades union 


regime, it reported today to the con- 
vention here. 

After a twelve months’ investigation 
of the relationship between labor and 
the government in the Southern repub- 


lic the council filed a supplemental re-. 


port prefaced with a review of Mexico's 
turbulent history since independence 
of Spain was gained in 1821. 

The voluminous document, which Is 
an answer to charges made on the floor 


'of the last convention that the Mexi- 
| can government sponsored and support- 
ed the lab@& movement in that coun- 
| try, traces the efforts of labor to or- 
| ganize over a period of a century. 


Government and Labor Close. 


“The relations between the Mexican 
labor movement and the Mexican gov- 
ernment are very intimate,” he report 
says, “but this is due to a series of 
natural causes hot understood by out- 
siders, and very frequently not under- 
stood even by the people of Mexico 
themselves, These causes may be re- 
capitulated as follows: 

“The capital in Mexico is largely for- 
Strikes at once involve 
As the 
constitution has made strikes legal, 
the government must uphold the rights 
of strikers. To fail to do so would not 
only be a violation of law, but would 
put the government in the position of 
favoring foreign interests at the ex- 
pense of its own nationals. This is an 
explanation for the impression that 
the government always is on the side 
of labor, but it really is on the side 
of its own people against an outsider.” 


Revolution Aided by Labor. 


“Another factor,” the report says, “is 
of course the fact that the trade union 
movement contributed a great deal to- 
ward making the revolution a success, 
and many of the trade union leaders or 
their friends are in power and are us- 
ing their power in government to carry 
out the requirements of the law. That 
again tends to give the impression of 
a close unity between the Mexican gov-

ernment and the trade unlon move- 
ment, but as a matter of fact the Mexi- 
can government is not a trade union 
government in any sense of the word.

The Mexican Federation of Labor is 
credited in the report with having a 
membership in 1925 of 1,500,000. 

Summing up the general political 
situation in Mexico in its indirect re- 
lation to labor, the report concludes: 

“The Historical record of Mexican 
events demonstrates clearly the revolu- 
tionary conditions with which all 
phases of public and private life there 
must deal. It is evident that the emo- 
tions and ideals which roused action 
in efforts to establish a constitutional 
form of government are being gradual- 
ly steadied and made practical by res- 
ponsibility for getting constructive re- 
sults.”

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CONCILIATION ADVISED 
IN LABOR CONTROVERSIES 


Sage Foundation Declares 
Government “Coercion” 
to Be Failure. 


STUDIES CANADIAN PLAN 


New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Legislation 
has failed to prevent strikes and lock- 
outs, and conciliation has been found 
an effective method of governmental 
intervention in industrial disputes, the 
Russell Sage Foundation finds in a re- 
port on “Postponing Strike.” 

The report was based on a study of 
the workings of the industrial disputes 


investigation act in Canada during the 
last eighteen years which was made to 


learn whether a similar act. can -be 
applied to labor controversies in the 
United States. 

The Canadian act prohibits declara- 
tion of a strike or lockout in mines, 
transportation systems or other public 
utility industries until a report on the 
dispute has been made by a board of 
conciliation and investigation. 

The report shows that in 536 dis- 
putes handled under the act, 490 strikes 
were ‘ended or averted, while during 
the eighteen-year period there were 425 
strikes in which the act was ignored. 
On Canadian railroads, the report says, 
the act has worked well, but in coal 
mines, where. instability and chronic 
irregularity of employment prevail, it 
has failed. 

“Just as the policy of conciliation 
pursued by the Canadian government 


| has won the cooperation of labor in 
| the administration of the industrial 
| disputes act,” the report says, “so the 
| policy of coercion pursued by govern- 


mental bodies in the United States 
has intensified the opposition of labor 
to similar laws. The-Canadian experi- 
ence indicates that governmental bodies 
can obtain best results in industrial 
disputes, not by threatening arrest, im- 
prisonment or fines, but by interven- 
ing in a sympathetic and conciliatory 
spirit to find those terms upon which 
agreement may be reached.”

Paris, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Deudonne 
Costes and, Lieut. Lebrix, the French

Distance Flights Practicable, 
He Says Following Glas- 
gow-Batavia Trip. 


NOT ALLOWED TO FLY 
IN TURKEY ON SUNDAY 


Fliers Barely Cleared Herd of 
Charging Elephants in 
Burma Take-Off. 


New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Declaring 
himself convinced that long-distance 
flying is practicable, even in the pres- 
ent stage of aircraft development, Van 
Lear Black, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Baltimore Sun, returned 
today from Europe, where in June he 
flew from Glasgow, Scotland, to Ba- 
tavia, Java, and thence back to Am- 
sterdam, Holland, in 27 flying days. 

Mr. Black, returning on the Anchor 
liner Transylvania, was met at the pier 
by Commander Richard E. Byrd, U. B. 
N., and a delegation from the Aero- 
nautic Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. Accompanying Black 
were the two Dutch pilots who were 
with him on his filght to India, O. L. 
Geysendorffer, chief pilot, and J. B. 
Scholte. 

The publisher said he would not use 
his own flight in advocating the ex- 
| pansion of commercial aviation in this 
;|country, but would do what he could 
to promote interest in the develop- 
ment of aviation, as an individual and 
not as a propagandist.” 

Went Abroad in March, 


He went to Europe last March and 
did much flying in his Fokker plane 
until mid-June, when he . decided, 
against expert advice, to make the In- 
dia flight. A new motor was installed, 
and he.set off June 15. He was the 
first American to make the Far East 
cruise and was awarded the Order of 
Nassau and Orange by Queen Wilhel- 
mina for his feat. 

Stops were made at Constantinople, 
Aleppo and Bagdad. The Persian Gulf 
then was crossed, and he proceeded to 
Allahabad, Calcutta, Rangoon, Singa- 
pore and Batavia, in swift succession, 
the filght requiring 86 flying hours 
and ending June 30. 

Besides encountering monsoons and 
sand storms on the trip, Black’s. plane, 
in taking ot from Burma,:barely cleared 
a herd of elephants which charged out 
of the jungle. The undercarriage 
skimmed some eight feet over the ani- 
mals’ broad backs, Black said. 


Handicaps in Turkey. 


Handicaps were met in Turkey, the 
publisher said, where @ special permit 
was required before the plane could 
fly over the country. A day was also 
lost. here because the Turks do not per- 
mit flying on Sunday, Black asserted, 
adding that aviators still are regarded 
as more or less supernatural creatures 
in the Orient. Sandstorms caused an 
additional delay of two days at Bagdad. 
Commenting on his flight, which set a 
record for a Europe-to-India trip, Black 
said, “Never at any time, even. with 
forced landings, were we in danger.” 

“I wore an ordinary lounge suit when 
fiying and carried my allotment of 
about 80 pounds of clothing and equip- 
ment,” he continued. “The plane had 
two comfortable chairs in which two of 
us could sleep while the third was at 
the stick. We did not attempt to cook 
in the plane, but took with us hot 
drinks in vacuum bottles.” 


BOY, PARALYZED, KEPT 
LIVING BY FRIENDS 


Pulmotor Arrives Too Late; 
Other Lads Use Artificial 


Respiration. 


Palacios, Tex., Oct. 9 (A.P.).—-The 
spark of life in Carl Berry, 16-yeat-old 
football player, of Palacios, whose lungs 
were paralyzed Saturday morning, was 
flickering low tonight. 

Kept alive for the past 30 hours by 
the efforts of his friends and his team- 
mates, who administer. artificial respi- 
ration, Berry laughed and joked today— 
during his conscious spells—unaware 
that doctors have given up hope for 
him. 

Two of the four physicians treating 
him have diagnosed the trouble as in- 
fantile paralysis. One asserted that the 
paralysis of the lungs was traceable to 
Berry’s injury in a practice football 
game Saturday a week ago. 

The boy’s friends are working 
shifts of 15 or 20 minutes each. 

Berry’s lungs began to fail him about 
76 a. m. Saturday, and in a short time 
it was necessary to apply artificial res- 
piration. A pulmotor was sent from 
Houston by airplane to the youth’s aid. 
The plane was forced down about half 
way and the race with death was con- 
tinued in an automobile. 

The pulmotor arrived about 10 o’clock 
last night, but Berry’s lungs were too 
far paralyzed, and the apparatus failed 
to give the expected relief.

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PREDICTS FAILURE 
OF PET PROJECTS 


Intends to Hold Purse-Strings 
Tightly, Despite Con- 
gressional Plans. © 


NATION’S MAJOR NEEDS 
EXEMPTED FROM BAN 


1,500 Commerce Chamber 
Units to Vote on $400,000,- 
000 Tax-Cut Reduction. 


(Associated Press.) 

The recent warning from the White 
House that President Coolidge intends 
to hold the purse strings of the Gov- 
ernment tightly this winter promises to 
spell failure to the many local projects 
brought forward each session by mem- 
bers of Congress, unless it can be shown 
that their need is imperative. 

From such disclosures as have been 
made on behalf of Mr. Coolidge, it ap- 
pears that only the most urgent local 
and national projects calling upon 
funds from the Treasury will gain ex- 
ecutive approval in order that the 
largest possible amount of money may 
be available for reduction of the na- 
tional debt and a possible reduction of 
taxation. 


The major needs of the country, such 
as that incurred by the Mississippi 
fiood and related projects, will have a 
place in the President’s budget pro- 
gram, but experiments and proposals in 
general which need Government funds 
will be scrutinized with the greatest 
care before White® House approval is 
given. 

With an estimated surplus in the 
Treasury for next year short of what it 
has been in recent years and the ad- 
ministration eager to effect a reduction 
both in the intermediary brackets of 
the personal income tax and in the cor- 
poration tax, Mr. Coolidge is faced with 
the necessity of watching expenses 
closely so that in addition to a tax cut 
there may be a reduction in the na- 
tional debt. 


Wants to Lower Debt. 


The President feels if members of 
Congress cooperate with him to the 
extent of watching expenditures care- 
fully, there can be a tax reduction, but 
he is known to desire also a substantial 
cutting down of the debt. 

To members of Congress who are 
asking his support of a sectional project 
necessitating an outlay of money, the 
President is pointing out that the 
greatest boon to the people would be 
a wiping out of the national debt, 
adding that if this were accomplished 
the interest now paid on the debt 
would satisfy nearly every reasonable 
request for funds for internal improve 
ments that is made in any one year. 

A $400,000,000 tax reduction program 
is being submitted by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce to its 1,500 
member organizations for a referendum 
vote to determine its policy during 
congressional consideration of revenue 
legislation. 


Would Reduce Taxes. 


The program, as worked out by a spe- 
cial committee, calls for reduction of 
corporate income taxes and repeal of 
Federal estate and war excise taxes. 
The recommendations submitted in the 
referendum are: 

“That there be immediate reduction 
and repeals in Federal taxes which, if 
made effective, are estimated to amount 
to $400,000,000 in the first full year 
after the changes are made. 

“That the rate of corporate income 
tax applicable to net income of 1927 
should not exceed 10 per cent. 

“That Congress should provide full 
opportunity for the joint congressional 
tax committee to perfect proposals for 
revision of Federal laws and their ad- 
ministration.” 

A supplemental report dealing with 
technical and detailed proposals iook- 
ing toward simplification of the Fed- 
eral taxation system and its adjust- 
ment to peace-time conditions is being 
considered by the committee. The to- 
tal reduction proposed in the referen- 
dum, it explains, would amount to not 
more than $200,000,000 as far as the 
current fiscal year is concerned.

PONFESSED EMBEZZLER 
HINTS AT RICH CACHE 


Esser, Say Investigators, Is 
Bidding for Light Term 


When Sentenced. 


BANK. AUDIT CONTINUES, 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Chicago, Oct. 9.—Hints that he might 
disclose a hiding place in which are 
cached thousands of dollars’ worth of 
stocks and bonds were made from his 
cell in the Kane County jail today by 
John L. Esser, confessed embezzler of 
funds estimated at %400,000 from the 
Aurora Trust and Savings Bank, of 
which he was president. 

No definite statement was made, but 
investigators believe that Esser will tell 
where he has hidden the funds if he is 
given promise by the State that only a 
comparatively light sentence will be 
demanded in his trial. The prosecu- 
tion has the option, it was point- 
ed out of having the banker indicted 
on one charge or on several. A plea of 
guilty in a charge of embezzlement 
calls for a sentence of one to ten years, 
and under the Illinois parole law, Esser 
might be free in less than a year. 

Esser today reiterated his promise of 
making complete restitution for every- 
thing he has taken. 

“I have business holdings in Aurora 
and other properties of mine might be 
discovered,” said Esser. “I hope that I 
won't be too long in prison. I want to 
get out and restore every penny I have 
taken.” 

State Auditor Oscar Nelson was at 
the bank all day and was closeted for 
some time with directors of the Au- 
rora National Bank. Stockholders of 
Esser’s bank have promised that de- 
positors will not lose. 

Esser paid an income tax on a 1926 
income of $31,000, he told a friend. 
His salary at the bank was $7,500 a 
year.

BUS TRANSPORT. 

A national survey of local transportation un- 
dertaken by the American Electric Railway As- 
sociation discloses the fact that 8,332 
being used by street vailway 
that, in general, they are not 
return on the investment.

THE TARIFF AND PROSPERITY. 


The New York World is as strongly opposed 
to the Republican tariff policy as its neighbor, 
the New York Times, can be, but it shrewdly 
avoids the mistake made by the Times in jump- 
ing at the conclusion that the tariff must be 
revised because of French and other foreign 
demands. The World points out that the 
Irench tariff policy contemplates special con- 
cessions to other countries in exchange for 
equivalent concessions in favor of French ex- 
ports, while the American tariff law applies to 
all countries alike, and makes no provision for 
special concessions. The World contents itself 
by saying that the two systems are different. 
Tt does not espouse the cause of France against 
the United States. 

The Times, however, rejoices in the French 
demonstrations as proof that overwhelming 
pressure from abroad will compel the United 
States to change its tariff system. ‘‘The tariff 
trouble into which we have got with Frauce 


| has opened many eyes hitherto blind,” remarks 


the Times. ‘‘Slowly there is creeping into the 
minds of even convinced protectionists the idea 
the requirements of the country have 


tain of credit for the rest of the world, and 
since its need of foreign markets to keep do- 
mestic production going became more obvious 
and urgent than ever before.’ The Times 
quotes approvingly the New York Tribune’s 
suggestion that the present tariff was enacted 
in a kind of post-war panic, when it was felt 
that something extreme had to be done to “de- 
fend” this country from a flood of foreign 
zoods made cheap by depreciated currencies. 
If the present tariff were injurious to the 
United States the fact would appear unmis- 
takably, and there would be no need of argu- 
ment. The Times disingenuously refers to the 
manifesto of leading American bankers and 
business men, “‘asserting that needlessly high 
tariffs are destructive of trade and a prolific 
source of misunderstandings between nations.” 
This manifesto was not aimed at the American 
tariff at all. It was directed against the need- 
lessly high tariffs in Europe. It did not even 
remotely suggest that the American tariff was 
‘needlessly high.” The Times’ notion that the 
American tariff is needlessly high is not shared 
by bankers or business men. These men know 
that imports are increasing, a fact that dis- 
poses of the idea that foreigners can not pay 
their debts to America because of inability to 
sell goods to America. Finance and industry 
also know that exports are increasing, which 
fact disposes of the Times’ statement that 
Americatis are in dire need of a foreign market 
in order to keep domestic production going. 
The prosperity of the United States is based 


upon the tariff, which gives Americans an ad- | 
vantage over foreigners in the American mar- 
More than 90 per cent of American pro- | 


ket. 
duction is disposed of at home. The Times 
would give foreigners access to this market 
in exchange for access to foreign markets. It 
would subject highly paid American labor to 
competition with foreign labor that is under- 
paid. If Americans had access, duty free, to 
all the markets in the world, and admitted 
foreign goods to the American market on the 
same terms, American labor would either be 
compelled to produce goods as cheaply as for- 
eign goods are produced, or American factories 


/ would close down. 


Prosperity is a fact under the American 
tariff. No free-trade argument or theory can 
stand in the face of the great fact of American 
prosperity. If the United States were in a 
with idle factories and 
starving workingmen, it would be wise to con- 
sider a change of tariff policy; but when the 
country is prosperous and labor is employed at 
high wages, a change of policy would be 
suicidal folly. The New York Times could well 
afford to examine this question again, without 
forcing its judgment to bend to its theories. , 


THE RIGHTS OF A STATE. 


Senator King, of Utah, furnishes substantial 
food for thought to his Democratic colleagues 
when he holds that refusal to seat duly elected 
senators would be a dangerous precedent that 
might act as a boomerang against other sena- 
tors. He has concluded that the Senate can 


not afford to set aside the act of a State in- 


choosing its own senators. 

In the Vare case, if the Senate should deny 
him his seat, the question of filling the vacancy 
would arise. Pennsylvania would not be con- 
tent with one senator. The governor would fill 
the vacancy. In that case, what would become 
of Mr, Wilson, who is contesting the election 
of Mr. Vare? The Senate has begun its consid- 
eration of the contest. Mr. Wilson has a right 
to obtain the verdict of the Senate on the 
question whether he was or was not elected a 
senator. Apparently he was not elected, but the 
facts in the case can be determined only by 
the Senate. If he was the choice of Penn- 
sylvania, the exclusion of Mr. Vare and the 
subsequent filling of the vacancy by the gov- 
ernor would result in gross wrong to three 
men—to Mr. Vare, who is entitled to his seat 
until and unless the Senate finds that Mr. 
Wilson was elected; to Mr. Wilson, who will 
have been deprived of his seat, and to the 
governor’s appointee, who will have been sub- 
jected to public humiliation, 

Long ago the Senate adopted the only course 
that can be justly followed in dealing with 
such matters. It accepted. the credentials 
signed by the State authorities and seated the 
bearer of the credentials; and then, if the seat 
was contested, it decided the controversy on 
its merits. No State was deprived of its equal 
representation in the Senate. A departure 
from this procedure; by excluding a citizen who 
appears with proper credentials, is a denial of 
the rights of a State, in violation of the Con- 
stitution. No sophistry can disguise the fact 
that the Senate, when it refuses to seat a 


| citizen bearing proper credentials, is striking 


ment. 
consequences that might flow from such a 
breach of the Constitution. . 

If there is not now in the Senate a sufficient 
number of constitutional lawyers to prevent 
this threatened violation of the fundamental 
law, the Senate is indeed at the lowest stage in 
its history. It is to the credit of Senator King, 
a Democrat, that he disregards partisan con- 
siderations and looks upon this question in. the 
light of constitutional law. His party col- 
leagues who are still in doubt may follow his 
reasoning to great advantage.

A SWAP WITH CANADA”? 


Sir Hugh Denison, Australian Commissioner 


to the United States, has made a suggestion 
regarding the Alaskan-Canadian boundary line 
that may prove an interesting source of dis- 
cussion before the International Boundary 
Commission. 

Up at the tip of the Lynn Canal is a small 


‘town, which, because of its peculiar name, is 


still found on the maps of Alaska, although 
there igs little left of Skagway except the mem- 
ories that still hang like a mist over the first 
“trek” up through the Chilkoot Pass. Sir 
Hugh recently visited Alaska, and found that 
while Skagway is of no interest at all to the 
United States, it might be made a port of great 
value in the commerce of Canada’s Northwest 
territory. In a speech delivered before the 
Canadian Club in Vancouver recently he told 
of his visit and what he found: “Skagway, 
which is the natural port of entry for north- 
ern Canada,” is practically a deserted village, 
with its port improvements falling to pieces 
and its houses empty. As it is practically sur- 
rounded by Canadian territory, the United 
States Government apparently is not inclined 
to spend money on its improvement or upkeep, 
and while it belongs to another country no 
Canadian company cares to spend anything; 
consequently it languishes. 

The Australian statesman would like to see 
the town either internationalized, like Fiume, 
with a strip of territory up to White Pass, or 
as an alternative he suggests that an effort be 
made by the Canadian government to obtain a 
long lease of the strip so that Canadians may 
make some use of the port. 

A glance at the map of the territory on both 
sides of the Lynn Canal induces the opinion 
that Sir Hugh’s proposal might well be given 
consideration by the United States. It might 
be well, even, as suggested by Mr. Forest Hunt, 
one of the foremost explorers of the North- 
west, that the United States cede to Canada the 
strip in question in exchange for a triangular 
tract to the northwest of Skagway. In the 
opinion of Mr. Hunt the exchange, besides 
conferring great benefit to Canadian Nortwest 
commerce, would give new life to Haines, an 
American town on the Lynn Canal. The trade, 
he says, ‘“‘would inaugurate a move to con- 
struct a highway along or near this boundary 
to interior Alaska, and thus stimulate research 
and development of a sector not now receiving 
attention.” : 

The proposal of Sir Hugh Denison and the 
indorsement of Mr. Hunt meet:the approval 
of the people of Juneau, and appear to be 
worth consideration in Washington.

New. York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Of a 50 
per cent increase in human cancer, in- 
dicated by mortality statistics gathered 
from reliable sources, approximately 
30 per cent represents an actual in- 
crease and the remainder an apparent 
but not actual increase, Maj. James F. 
Coupal, official White House physician, 
declares in the current issue of the 
American Journal of Surgery. 


Curiously enough, the writer says, 
the efficacy of preventive medicine 
against disease of young adult life 
probably has resulted in bringing more 
“cancer age,” 
beyond 40 years. when they succumb 
easily. A part of the apparent increase 
in cancer mortality Maj. Coupal 
ascribes to greater accuracy of diagnosis 
which has come in the past decade. 

The writer quotes other authorities, 
however, as viewing the increase, real 
or apparent, with considerable alarm 
and declaring that preventive measures 
run far behind the growing toll of 
cancer. Maj. Coupal points out that 
of all types of cancer in accessible sites, 
only that on the breast has not shown 
@ mortality decrease in the past fif- 
teen years and that, with the advance 
of knowledge in the fields of surgery, 
Roentgen ray and radium, the coming 


| five years may be expected to bring a 
decline in this type of cancer also.

It is a poor rule that:does not work 
both ways. 

I will quote from a letter of a high 
school student. “I have some Serbian 
friends who go to the same school and 
they are the best and most popular 
students in the school.

money and everything else. Such are 
accused of going to school merely for 
a good time and to postpone that evil 
day when they must go to work. 

“Resting on the oars,” as one writer 
puts it, “of what their grandfathers did 
rather than what their grandsons will 
do.” 

Old virtues are not absolutely dead 
and buried. Habits of thrift still have 
value. Desire to learn stil] has merit. 
Initiative, hard work and se)f-discipline 
are not discards in life’s adventure. 

Youths whose assets are jazzy music, 
jazzy dancing, jazzy thinking, jazzy 
studying and jazzy behavior must in- 
evitably be in business competition 
with youths who have focused their 
minds, hearte and bodies on achieve- 
ment.

RHEUMATISM ON THE DECLINE. 


HE group of diseases which go by 
the name of rheumatism has al- 
ways afflicted man, so far as we 
can find out. The bones of cave- 
dwelling beasts and men show that 
rheumatism was widespread among 
men and animals, both tame and wild, 
in European countries before the begin- 
ning of recorded history. The Egyptian 
mummies show the ravages of rheu- 
matism. The American Indians were 
greatly plagued by it, and many of our 
healing springs were first made known 
to.us as places to which the Indians 
carried their rheumatic tribesmen.

so it has been always. A long, long 
road, but now it seems to be making 
a turn. The best opinion is that in 
this country at least rheumatism {is on 
the decline. 


Just seven years ago Dr. Lambert 
made a study of the records of Bellevue 
Hospital to find out what was the trend 
of rheumatism. That study showed 
that the disorder was slowly decreasing. 
Since then other studies have been 
made and they confirm the Lambezxt 
conclusions. It seems that this decline 
began fully ten years ago. Perhaps it 
has not continued for the last year or 
two, but that break should only be.tem- 
porary. One reason for the improve- 
ment is the fact that we are now study- 
ing the disease and not taking it for 
granted. : 

A recent study made by Dr. Seega 
shows that in America the farther 
north you go the more prevalent the 
disease is. In Panama it is not very 
prevalent. Mobile, New Orleans, Dallas 
and Los Angeles are not quite so for- 
tunate. The belt which runs through 
Memphis and Louisville is a little worse 
off than the Mobile belt, but it 1s bet- 
ter off than the New York-Chicago beit, 
just as the New York-Chicago belt is 
better off than the Montreal belt, 


Heat is the enemy of the rheumatic 
| disorders, whether it be in the shape of 
'a hot climate, hot baths, or warm 
clothing. The Seegal study shows that 
rheumatism is on the decline. British 
studies indicate that a cold, damp 
climate promotes rheumatism and, con- 
versely, a warm, dry one tends to pre- 
vent the disorder. Other studies hgve 
shown that warm underwear is in some 
measure protective. We may yet re- 
| turn to the “semisanct” red flannels of 

our forbears. 

But of even better promise are the 
closer scientific studies of the rheu- 
matie disorders. We know much about 
' their bacteriology and their pathology 
‘now. Some bright morning somebody 

| will find a cure that will put the sali-

Don’t use rouge until the 
condition of your skin has been thor- 
oughly corrected. Choose a pure face 
powder of light texture, and never 
“srind” it into the skin. If the skin

—no oily, greasy foods, no fried dishes, 
no heavy pastry.

EW YORK, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—The 1927 
world’s series Nas passed quickly 
into baseball history with ten 

records smashed and five others tied, 
chiefly through the batting prowess of 
Babe Ruth, the “makings” of a stormy 
controversy in th? Bush-Cuyler-Dreyfuss 
situation and increased prestige for 
the victorious New York Yankees. 

The speedy ending of the = series, 
equaling the record set by the Boston 
Braves in winning four straight: games 
in 1914, prevented the battle from 
Smashing records for attendance. and 
gate receipts, although the figure for 
the third game, at the Yankee Stadium, 
did set up a new high “gate” of $209.- 
665 for a single contest, while the play- 


ers’ pool also is the greatest on record. 

It was the first time in five years) 
that the series has failed to be.a mil-| 
«lion dollar affair. The total receipts, | 
$183,217, however, were more. than | 
$50,000 in excess of the total for the 
first four games of the 1926 series, 
Which set the high mark for seven 
games of $1,207,864, Thus, the turn- 
stiles in the battle just closed clicked 


cht a record pace as far as they w eas. 
The rival club owners, as a re- 
sult of the. series brevity, must 
refund close to $350,000 to ticket- 
‘holders who purchased the paste- 
boards in Pittsburgh as well .as 
New York in three-game blocks. 


Aithough the American League | 
chanipions won two of the four games, 
the first and last, more on Pirate mis- 
takes than on their skill, the series 
left no question of Yankee supremacy. 
Taking the series as a whole, the: ex- 
pensive cast piloted by Miller Hug- 
gins outplayed, outhit, outpitched and 
outsmarted the National League cham- 
pions. The Pirates unquestionably 
were in a bad slump all the way 
through, suffering a _ reaction from 
their hard pennant fight, but they 
were up against a team that .had 
everything. 

The Yankees outbatted their rivals, 
.279 to .223, and on the averages, out- 
fielded them, .981 to .962. 

Babe Ruth’s bat smashed eight of 
the ten records broken and tied an- 
other to clinch for him probably .a 
stronger claim than any other player 
to the individual hero.of the series. 


No series is complete without its 
hero, but there are more a eas 
ties than usual in making the 1927 
selection. No player stood out as 
did Grove: Cleveland Alexander on 
the pitching hill last year. 


Herb wenneck, holding the Pirates 
hitless for seven innings, and to only 
three safe blows altogether in the third 
game, was the pitching hero, “Jump- 
ing Joe” Dugan turned in the most

HE Bush-Cuyler case, side 
issue of the 1927 world’s series, 
takes a place alongside the re- 

cent “long count” at Chicago as 
another of sportdom’s choice argu- 
mentative tidbits, to be mulled and 
culled, until it is forgotten in the 
course of events which unfailingly 
reduces to a state of dim recollec- 
tion the burning question of this or 
that great moment. 

To Manager Bush of the Pirates 
is voted the palm for displaying the 
courage of his convictions in a 
manner that tested his courage to 
the utmost. Bush was placed in as 
trying a situation as any manager 
of a team in a world’s series would 
wish to avoid and he was unwaiver- 
ing in his policy of ylelding no 
ground to his disciplined star to the 
very last, come what may and at 
any cost. 

The Bush-Cuyler case, which 
gained its inception early in the 
season, did not attract headline 
notice until. the Pirates made a 
serious bid for the National League 
pennant, With the approach of 
the world’s series, the winning of 
the league flag by the Pirates and 
the world’s series games under way, 
the controversy between the Pirates’ 
manager and his star was accen- 
tuated by the importance of its sur- 
roundings and meaning. 


Neither Bush nor Cuyler have 
clearly explained the details of the 
wrangle. The first gun was fired 
in the open when Cuyler was’ fined 
$50 by Manager Bush for failing to 
slide into second base in a game 
with the Giants last June. Then 
Bush announced that Cuyler would 
remain on the bench for the re- 
mainder of the season and played 
Barnhart, a veteran, in left field, 
later substituting him with Adam 
Comorosky, a minor leaguer, re- 
called by the Pirates, 


With Cuyler out of the line-up 
indefinitely and a $50 fine as the 


i sole excuse, personalities were at- 
|.. tributed as the likely root of the 


trouble. There was talk that Cuy- 
ler had objected strenuously to be- 
ing placed second in the batting 
order by Manager Bush on the 
ground that the position in the 
line-up was a “jinx” to him. Days 
passed into weeks and the end of 
the season approached and there 
were no concessions. Bush reiter- 
ated that Cuyler would not appear 
in th eline-up even if the Pirates 
participated in the World’s Series, 

Ia the World’s Series games in 
Pittsburgh as well as New York 
Bush was forced to endure the con- 
tinued cat-calls of the fans. It was 
a strange turn of affairs. The man 
who had piloted the Pittsburgh 
ten to a pennant and was the ob- 
ject. of. city-wide. acclaim for 
his feat, a-few days later, in the 
midst of the world’s series: games, 
was subjected .o the severest. criti- 
cism.ever heaped upon a manager 
by a: home-town -. populace. 


But Bush stuck to his guns. Cuy- 
ler nemained on the bench through- 
out the series. A star of the first 
water, a slugger whose slugging was 
sorely needed, an outfielder ranking 
with the best and with a deadly 
arm, Cuyler was fettered by Bush’s 
unyielding disciplinary action which 
relegated him:to. the bench.

Cuyler, star outfielder, during the 
greater part of the playing season and 
throughout the entire world’s series. 


Already the ‘chief topic of dis- 
cussion among the fans, greater 
greater attention was focused on 
the case today as a result of a 
statement Cuyler gave to the As- 
sociated Press in New York last 
night.

|Cuyler, hero of the 1925 series, said 
ithe “whcle thing is a mystery to me,” 
‘and that any explanation would have 
| to come from his employers. 

| Cuyler said he had compiained be- 
cause he was being played in left field 
and batting second when he felt he 
could be of more value to the team. in 
center field and batting in  1y other 
position in the line-up. ‘After he had 
been fined $50 for failing to slide into 
second base during a game with the 
New York Giants, Cuyler said, he felt 
he had been punished enough. 


Manager Bush refused to com- 
ment on Cuyler’s statement and 
added that if there was anything 
new in Cuyler’s status he knew 
nothing of it. Barney Dreyfuss, 
owner of the club, was in New York 
and was not expected to return un- 
til tomorrow morning. Cuyler him- 
self maintained silence today. 


“I would .rather not say,” was his 
reply to every question. 

There were strong reports, however, 
that Dreyfuss, Bush and Cuyler would 
meet after the players’ conference to- 
morrow, and that a decision would be 
reached then. Cuyle: believes he has 
played his last game in a zee uni- 
form. 

“Not. because I Con’t w ant to play in 
that uniform,” he explained, “but be- 
cause my employers, I understand, have 
other plans.” 


Dreyfuss Denies Reports 
Of Deals Involving Cuyler 


New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—The Pitts- 
burgh Club has not yet considered any 
propositions for the sale of Hazen 
(Kiki) Cuyler, the chief figure in base- 
ball’s current controversy, nor has it 
been decided definitely that Cuyler is 
to be traded to another National League 
club, according to Barney Dreyfuss, 
owner of the Pirates. 

Mr. Dreyfuss denied that he had ne- 
gotiated. with Jack Hendricks, manager 
of the Cincinnati Reds, for a sale or 
trade involving Culyer. He also took 
occasion to deny rumors that he would 
sell. the Pittsburgh Club to Louis 
Wentz, Oklahoma oil man. 

“Wentz made an offer for the club 
several years ago,’”’ Dreyfuss said. “The 
offer was refused. I did not want to 
sell the club and I have no idea of 
selling it now.”

Back 
in 1914, that condition fac ed the “Ath- 
letics and the Boston Braves. The Ath- 
letics were a prime favorite. The 
Braves were consideircd a much weaker 
ball club. When it came to a show- 
down, though, the Braves went right 
fighting .and won in 
four straight games over.a téam that 
most people considered better. The 
Athletics were stiff and heavy and 
couldn’t untrack themseives. 

The exact reverse occurred in this 
series bet-veen the Pirates and the 
the Yanks, showing that nobody can 
figure out what. may happen in base- 
bail. That is exactly why baseball is 
the greatest professional sport in the 
world. The element of uncertainty is 
so great that past performances 
amount to little. No mind can foretell 
situations that may arise from inning 
to inning: and no calculations can be 
made to apply to the human element. 


Take that. last game at the sta- 
dium. John Miljus was just on the 
verge of being a great pitching 
hero. With the bases full and no- 
hody out, he had struck out both 
Gehrig and Meuscel. The crowd was 
gasping. Eve: we old-timers sitting 
back ip the stand were all keved 
up. Then Miljus made that wild 
pitch and the world’s series was 
over. 

The reason he made that wild pitch 
was exactly the reason for his striking 
out those two strong batters. Miljus 
was putting everything he had on the 


ball. In so doing, it slipped out of his 
hand and he made that wild heave. It 
»was a pity to see him lose the chance 
for such a great national reputation. 

The trouble with the Pirates was that 
they were always on the defensive. In 
the last game alone, they showed a flash 
of the class that had made them cham- 
pions. Most of the time they were slow 
and lifeless. The punch for which they 
were noted did not materialize. ‘The 
Yanks also were slow in getting their 
punch underway, but it finally came 
through. 

There can be no doubt of the su- 
periority of the Yanks. They lookcd 
that way after the first game to the 
finish. In the second game they began 
to show their real punch and they kept 
it up. 

The feature of the series that im- 
pressed me was the marked improve- 
ment in the Yank infield over last 
year. With a year of experience Koenig, 
Lazzeri and Gehrig were easily 50 per 


im: 


cent better. They looked more like 
finished ball players. 


If 1 had to pick out a man for all 
around excellence, I would name 
Mark Koenig. He was a little un- 
‘steady and nervous last fall, This 
time he came through in great 
style. He was steady in the “fleld 
and always dangerous at bat. Koe- 
nig figured in every batting rally. 
Lazzeri was unusually steady in the 
fielding but he was: not quite : so 
dangerous as Koenig at bat. 


The confidence acquired in this 
series will make Koenig a much better 
ball player next year. 

Joe Dugan, of course, has been a 
great ball player for years. They say 
he is slowing up, but, when it came to 
the big pinch, he was always there. He 
made two or three fielding plays that 
made: him stand out as a gréat ball 
player. One was his catch of that foul 
ball in Pittsburgh and his fielding of 
Rhyne’s bunt in the first game at the 
Stadium, 

You must always consider Babe Ruth 
in picking out heroes. Despite the 
studied efforts of all pitchers to stop 
Ruth, he continues to hit the ball hard. 
He hit two home runs and drove in 
more runs than any two or three men 
in the whole series. His home runs 
drove in five runs. 

Looking back over the games, the 
two great pitching feats were per- 
formed by Herb Pennock and Wilcy 
Moore. I guess the most credit goes to 
Moore, because it was his first expe-

Georgetown Plays at Syracuse, Maryland | 
Meets V. P. I. at Norfolk, G. W. | 
Engages Rutgers in New Jersey. 


ITH the football season in full 
W swing, local college elevens will 

start serious preparation for 
the important clashes that await them 
on Saturday. After a series of over- 
whelming victories in its first three 
games, Georgetown will play Syracuse, 
at Syracuse, in its first test of the 
season, Surprised but not discouraged 
at its defeat at the hands of North 
Carolina, a more experienced Mary- 
land Team will meet the strong Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute at Norfolk. 
George Washington will tackle Rutgers, 
and Gallaudet will face Albright in the 
other contests scheduled for foreign 
fields. In the lone home game, Cath- 
olic University entertains St. John’s 
College of Annapolis in the Brookland 
Stadium. 

With the exception of the Maryland- 
North Carolina fray, the results of 
Saturday’s grid battles were not unex- 
pected. Georgetown, by virtue of a 
brilliant aerial attack, ran roughshod 
over the husky Davis-Elkins Team. The 
Hilltoppers scored a 39-to-0 victory, two 
touchdowns more than Navy scored in 
its game with the Mountaineers on 
the previous week-end. 


The Saturday’s score brings 
Georgetown’s total points to 176 in 
three games, but still the true 
strength of the Hilltoppers remains 
somewhat of a mystery. An analy- 
sis of Saturday’s fray discloses the 
fact that only the first touchdown 
resulted from any sustained attack. 

‘The others were directly or indi- 
rectly the result of the intercepted 
passes and fumbles, generally re- 
sulting from the folly of the 
visitors in their attempts to for- 
ward pass in their own territory. 


If the 21-to-6 win of Syracuse over 
Johns Hopkins on Saturday is any in- 
dication of the Orange team’s strength, 
the Blue and Gray team has more than 
an even chance to repeat its 13-to-7 
victory over Syracuse last year. 

The story of Maryland’s defeat is a 


disheartening’ one. The Old Liners 
outrushed the Tarheels, but, when 
within striking distance of the goal, 
their attack wilted as the defense of 
the Carolinians became an impregna- 
ble barrier. In V. P. I, the Old Liners 
will be meeting a light, but fast, eleven 
that figured in one of the major up- 
sets in the East last Saturday by de- 
feating the powerful Colgate Team by a 
6-to-0 score. 

Barring injuries to its small squad, 
George Washington should make it in- 
‘teresting for the Rutgers Eleven when 
these teams meet on Saturday in New 
Brunswick. Against American Uni- 
versity the Colonials displayed the same 
effective running attack that they dis- 
ported in their opening game against 
City College, of New York. Saunders,

by rationalization often caused men to 
lose their jobs, but said this has been 
the case ever since machinery was in- 
vented, and individual] hardship always 
must be subordinate to the general 
well-being of the country. 2 
Speaking specifically of the steel 
business, Dr. Poesgen said that, owing 
to the Dawes reparations program and 
social legislution burdens, only by the 
strictest systemization -could prices be 
kept at their present levels. Every 
ton of steel, he said, costs 10 marks 
in social taxation, whereas wages are 
higher than France, Belgium, Austria 
and elsewhere. 
| He described as fatal the et ht-hour 
law, which the government will enforce 
January 1, and said the same wages 
for shorter hours is an impossible prop- 
osition. He cited the Washington oo. 
reau of Labor Statistics, according to 
which American steel workers’ hours 
uently are 56 to. 70 and more 
This, he said, meant that 


more work each year than did those of 
Germany. 
Dr. Poesgen’s defense of the capital- 
ist system aroused bitter resentment 
from the extreme laborites, who are 
using the slogan “Rationalization Kills 
Six Miners Every Day.”

ITS NORMAL STRIDE 


Slight Acceleration Is Noted 
in Spots; Rail Inquiry 
Improves. 


COMFORTABLE FEELING 
RULES FUEL INDUSTRY 


Mail Order and Chain Store 
Sales Maintain Their 
Upward Trend. 


New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—The ex- 
pected fall revival of American business 
was still tardy in getting under way as 


last week drew to a close. Some slight 
acceleration was noted here and there, 
but in the main, industry appeared to 
be little changed from its condition 
of the preceding week. 

Slightly better demand for railway 
Supplies, especially steel rails, and an 
improvement of the isquiry by imple- 
ment manufacturers for steel bars were 
among the encouraging developments. 
The steel industry was operating around 
65 per cent of capacity, a nominal gain 
over the previous period, but the rate 
was still considerably short of a year 
ago. Steel prices were steady. 

Settlement of bituminous coal strikes 
in Illinois and Indiana created a more 
comfortable feeling in the fuel indus- 
try, but the warm weather of recent 
days was a retarding influence on coal 
demand. Fuel prices showed little 
change. 


Continues to Mark Time. 


The motor trade continued to mark 
time, awaiting the appearance of an- 
nounced new models. A slight falling 
off was indicated in operations, which 
were well behind last year. 

Despite the seasonal movement of 
grain, revenue freight loadings contin- 
ued to lag behind the corresponding 
time of 1926, although maintaining a 
slight upward curve for the present 
year, above 1,100,000 cars. Grain mar- 
keting and threshing was slowed down 
considerably in some sections by unfa- 
vorable weather, while rains retarded 
the corn crop in many sections of the 
prairie belt. 

Mail orders and chain store sales 
maintained their upward trend, al- 
though merchandising was anfavorably 
affected in some quarterr by weather 
conditions, which also brought depres- 
sion to the textile trade. 

Building activities were little 
changed, still behind last year’s figures. 
The decrease for the first 9 months is 
estimated around 10 per cent. Prop- 
erty damage in the St. Louis storm was 
placed at about $50,000,000, creating a 
brisk demand there for building ma- 
terials, as well as labor. 


Few Changes in Commodities. 


Commodity prices showed few and 
mixed changes, stiffening being noted 
in coffee, beeves, hogs and wool, and 
decreases in corn, Oats, cotton, steel 
scrap and tin. Food prices tended 
slightly upward. 

Credit conditions showed little change 
aside from some ‘day-to-day irregular- 
ity in the call loan rate; time money 
and commercial paper quotations held 
steady. 

Bank clearings again surpassed the 
figures of the preceding week, as well as 
the corresponding period of 1926. It is 
significant, however, that the gain is 
virtually all accounted for by the New 
York Clearing House figures, indicating 
that the large turnover of bank funds 
was in a large measure due to the ac- 
tive trading in securities in this mar- 
ket September trading in stocks on 
the New York Stock Exchange was 
about 40 per -cent greater than last 
year. 

Clearings in New York established a 
new high record for this season, partly 
in reflection of large interest and divi- 
dend payments in September. Whereas 
the increase here was estimated at 11 
per cent, the gain in the other princi- 
pal financial centers was less than 1 
per cent. 


BANK COLLABORATION 
WATCHED BY BRITISH 


Exchanges of Bank Person- 
ages as Stabilization Meas- 
ure Held Economic Aid. 


London, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—The British 
financial community is watching with 
keen interest the extension of collabo- 
ration between big central institutions 
of New York, London, Paris and Berlin 
and the appointment of Walter W. 
Stewart, of New York, as adviser to the 
Bank of England is believed to be only 
the beginning of further exchanges of 
prominent financial personages among 
the institutions to bring about a 
smoother working of the world’s finan- 
cial machinery. 

A working agreement among the 
countries concerned has been function- 
ing for a year or two and was initiated 
when postwar necessities were most 
pressing in connection with the re- 
habilitation of the European economic 
situation. Its effect has been seen in 
the preparations for the return to the 
gold standard in this country and the 
stabilization of the franc and, since it 
has been operative, on several occasions 
when without such collaboration with- 
drawals of gold would have sent a cold 
shiver through Lombard street. 

More recently New York’s assistance 
in supplying Argentina with necessary 
gold prevented withdrawals from Lon- 
don and raised the dollar exchange to 
a level that removed all anxiety regard- 
ing seasonable payments in London to 
New York for cotton and grain pur- 
chases. 

There is an evident desire on the part 
of central institutions to check ram- 
pant speculation and risky borrowing, 
and this is seen in the action of banks 
in calling loans to the New York Stock 
Exchange as well as Berlin’s raising the 
German Bank rate.

Armour & Co. was incorporated in 
Illinois in 1900, succeeding the copart- 
nership of Armour & Co., establbished 
in 1863. This corporation owns directly 
or through subsidiaries 28 packing 
plants, an auxiliary cold-storage plant, 
500 distributing branches and 48 auxil- 
lary plants, including soap, glue, sand- 
paper, ammonia and leather works. The 
Armour fertilizer works and subsidi- 
aries include 29 plants, two warehouses 
and packing and distributing ganiza- 
tions. In all the Armour & Co. con- 
trols about 100 concerns directly or 
through subsidiaries. 

While net sales have been very heavy 
during recent years, net income has not 
been sufficient to permit satisfactory 
profits for the common “A” and “B” 
shares after allowing for preferred divi- 
dend requirements.

RISE CHECKED BY LOAN 


Paris, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Premier Poin- 
care will be able to tell parliament 
when it convenes that the French 
treasury has retired 8,000,000,000 francs 
of short-term-bonds since January 1 
this year, or 11,000,000,000 within 
twelve months. 

It has been largely a converting 
operation, replacing short-term by long- 
term obligations. Interest charges 
have been increased by 177,000,000 
francs, which is regarded as a slight 
cost for the greater stability. The 
short-term bonds totaled 49,000,000,000 
francs a year ago, while they now 
stand at 38,000,000,000. All national 
issues gained from six to eight points 
during the period. 

Considerable discussion has been 
going on among financial writers as to 
whether depression is likely to occur 
in the near future, owing chiefly to 
the increased cost of living. The 
weight of opinion has been heavily in 
the negative. It is pointed out this 
week-end that the unemployment for 
all of France on October 1 was 11,272, 
which is 2,500 less than a month ago 
and 70,000 less than in March, the 
maximum for the year. 

The‘r:se of the franc, which has 
been getting 100 strong in the view of 
the government, was checked by the 
French treasury having borrowed 
1,000,000,000 francs from the Bank of 
France as announced in the bank’s 
report Thursday.

To 
carry any of the States given above, 
Hoover and Lowden would have to put 
on a campaign and go after delegates 
in an organized way. The Hoover lead- 
ers are waiting for the word to go, but 
have not received it. They are men of 
influence and standing, but not practi- 
cal politicians. The Lowden campaign 
has not started cither, except in a ten- 
tative way, with State leaders, sensing 
the steady attitude of tlfe farmers and 
the feeling that L'wden is their friend 
ready to step in when the time is ripe. 
There is little discussion of candidates. 
little interest shown in politics in this 
season of harvest, when the West is 
gathering one of the greatest crops in 
years, getting ready to pay debts and 
start the new year with a smile.’ It is 
a poor year to capitalize on discontent. 

Republican leaders in these States, 
without exception, consider Mr. Cool- 
idge the strongest candidate, the one 
they could tie to in bringing the best 
results for the State ticket. Even the 
States where Lowden is strongest, Ne- 
braska and the Dakotas, would accept 
Coolidge. The West would go dry and 
defeat Smith on this issue alone, al- 
though he might take Republican votes 
in Montana and Wyoming and in the 
large centers everywhere. 

The Smith candidacy at this stage 
has fallen into the hands of the wet 
groups. In Montana, Colorado, Nebras- 
ka, the Democratic leaders are making 
frantic efforts to head off*this issue by 
bringing up the tariff and other ques- 
tions of a more distinct economic na- 


ture. But the personality of the candi- | 


date will rule, and Smith will be op- 
posed by the dry vote everywhere. 

e growing sentiment among the 
Democrats is for what is termed liber- 
alism, ideas which have been expressed 
for the longest period, and most point- 
edly, perhaps, in the States’ rights 
speeches of Gov. Ritchie of Maryland. 
If, for any reason, the Smith candidacy 
should fail, most of his Western 
strength could be given to Ritchie. The 
Ritchie personality, however, is not 
known in the West. Smith’s personal- 
ity is, and he is liked.

Week’s Quotations in Many 
Instances Are at Highest 
Since 1913. 


UTILITIES MOST POPULAR 


New York, Oct. 9 (Associated Press). 
The gradual improvement of bond 
prices continued last week, based, as in 
the past month or two, on easy money 
condition and the limited competition 
offered by new offerings. Quotations in 


numerous instances were at the Righ- 
est level since 1913, and scores of bonds 
were i.. fair demand at their best prices 
of the year. 

Notes of caution, injected here and 
there, suggesting the possibility of a 
sharp stiffening of credit rates within 
the near future, were without effect on 
the movement of the bond list. This 
indicated that the consensus among 
bond traders leans toward a continua- 
tion of the easy money era for an in- 
definite length of time. There were few 
signs of the hesitancy which crept into 
the trade around the middle of July. 

High grade investment mortgages 
were again the leaders, particularly 
those in the railroad and public utility 
classifications. Bonds of grain carriers 
had their “place in the sun” as a re- 
sult of optimistic comments on the 
outlook «for railroad business in the 
Middle West and Northwest areas. 
Telephone liens were highly favored 
among the public utilities, with buying 
based on the prospect for good earnings 
and expansions. Merger talk had a 
stimulating effect upon some of the 
power issues and New York tractions 
were active as the week neared its 
close on renewed agitation for higher 
fares. 

Except for a few issues influenced by 
special considerations, such as refinanc- 
ing operations, industrials were even 
more quiet than usual, and the average 
of ten leaders in tis division showed 
little change from the preceding week- 
end. 

Discussion of new issues had its 
points of interest, although few, if any, 
major offerings appeared to» be ready 
for immediate introduction. to the 
market. The $70,000,000 Polish loan 
was still surrounded by a haze, al- 
though negotiations were said to be 
under way again. An official state- 
ment by the Italian government 
blighted rumors that negotiations were 
being carried on for a large loan. or 
series of loans, to that kingdom. The 
rumors probably had their foundation 
in partially confirmed reports that 
American and British bankers are con- 
sidering the flotation of new financing 
for a number of Italian industries, 

Financial gossip. concerned itself 
with a possible loan of $30,000,000 to 
the United States of Brazil, to be un- 
derwritten by bankers in London and 
New York. Bankers concerned, how- 
ever, indicated that the discussion was 
somewhat premature, as there was little 
likelihood of a Brazilian issue until 
next year. What progress has been 
made toward marketing several Ger- 
man issues, understood to be on the 
way, was not revealed. Unlooked for 
delays were encountered in the case 
of the proposed $30,000,000 Prussian 
issue, which earlier had been reported 
virtually ready for the market. 

New Offerings in September aggre- 
gated well over $400,000,000, raising the 
total for the first nine month’ above 
the $5,000,000,000 mark, and setting a 
new high record for the period. The 
leading group in this new financing 
was the public utilities, with more than 
$1,500,000,000, and foreign financing: 
ranked second around $1,000,000,000. 

Last week’s new offerings again failed 
to pass the $100,000,000 level, aggregat- 
ing approximately $76,000,000, compared 
with $78,000,000 in the preceding week, 
and about $73,000,000 in the corre- 
sponding six days of 1926. 


GERMAN STEEL CHIEF 
FIGHTS 8-HOUR DAY 


Harder Work and More of It 
Needed by Nation, 


Says Poesgen. 

Berlin, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Whether in- 
dustrial rationalization is a blessing or 
a curse has become the subject of a 
bitter controversy between employers 


and employes, the former insisting that 


harder work and longer hours are nec- 


essary to lift Germany out of its finan- 


cial slough, while the latter are agitat- 
ing more leisure and higher pay. 


Dr. Helmuth Poesgen, a member of 
the board of the German steel trust, 
defended the employers’ viewpoint in a 


speech at Duesseldorf, in which he em- 


phasized that Germany is compelled 
to follow the lead of the United States 
manufacturers. Dr. Poesgen admitted 
it was true that readjustments enforced 
by rationalization often caused men to 
lose their jobs, but said this has been 
the case ever since machinery was in- 
vented, and individual hardship always 
must be subordinate to the general 
well-being of the country. 

Speaking specifically of the _ steel 
business, Dr. Poesgen said that, owing 
to the Dawes reparations program and 
social legislation burdens, only by the 
strictest systemization could prices be 
kept at their present levels. Every 
ton of steel, he said, costs 10 marks 
in social taxation, whereas wages are 
higher than France, Belgium, Austria 
and elsewhere. 

He described as fatal the eight-hour 
law, which the government will enforce 
January 1, and said the same wages 
for shorter hours is an impossible prop- 
osition. He cited the Washi n Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, according to 
which American steel workers’ hours 
frequently are 56 to 70 and more 
weekly. This, he said, meant that 
American plants did one to two months 
more work each year than did those of 
Germany. 

Dr. Poesgen’s defense of the capital- 
ist system aroused bitter resentment 
from the extreme laborites, who are 


using the slogan “Rationalization Kills 


Six Miners Every Day.”

New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Confused 
price movements occurred in the curb 
market last week, the trend in a gen- 
eral way following the irregular course 
of stocks on the “big board.”

Formerly the asso- 
ciation requested that all traffic around 
the park be one way, as around Lin- 
coln Park and others, but permission 
to make the change was refused, he 
sald. 


Declares Children Periled. 


The lives of the children who attend 
the four schools—Peabody, Hilton, Car- 
bery and Stewart Junior High Schools— 
which are all within two blocks of the 
park, are needlessly endangered by the 
lack of control over the traffic situa- 
tion, Mr. Frantz said. The hospital and 
the church bordering the park further 
complicate the problem, he added. 

T. Howard Duckett, president of the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary Com- 
mission, will explain “The Front Foot 
Benefit Charge in Takoma Park, Md.,” 
at the meeting tonight at 8 o’clock of 
the Takoma Park Citizens Association 
in the Takoma Library.

Banned from Catholic churches, of 
Boston, by Cardinal O’Connell because 
of its “maudlin sentiment,” the old 
hymn favorite, “Beautiful Isle of Some- 
where,” finds few champions among 
the clergy of Washington. 

Although two or three pastors ques- 
tioned last night confessed a liking for 
the hymn, inquiry developed that most 
Washington clergymen sympathize with 
the cardinal’s criticism of it. 

“It is all right,.but there are other 
hymns I place a higher valuation upon,” 
the Rev. W. S. Abernethy, pastor of the 
Cavalry Baptist Church, said. “That is 
rather indefinite, you know—‘Beautiful 


Isle of Somewhere’. I have never been 
very fond of it.” 


President’s Pastor Agrees. 


“So far as I personally am concerned, 
I am in sympathy with the Cardinal’s 
position,” the Rev. Jason Noble Pierce, 
pastor of the First Congregational 
Church, the President’s church, said. 
“It is sentimental and vague. However, 
the Congregational Church stands for 
freedom in such matters, and if my 
people want to sing it, it is all right for 
them to do so.” 

Canon William L. DeVries, of the 
Washington Cathedral, said the hymn 
is not included in the Episcopal hym- 


nal. “With the single exception of 
‘America,’ all hymns have been ex- 
cluded from our hymnal that are not 
addressed to God. ‘America’ ends up 
with such an address.” 

Taking the opposite viewpoint, the 
Rev. John C. Palmer, chaplain of the 
Grand Lodge of Masons, and pastor of 
the Washington Heights Presbyterian 
Church, said he found a beautiful 
sentiment in the song. Admitting that 
it lacks any deep religious significance, 
he saw no reason why it should be bar- 
red from church usage because of this. 


Foundry Pastor Likes Hymn. 


A similar position was taken by the 
Rev. Frederick Harris Brown, president 
of the Washington Federation of 
Churches, and pastor of the Foundry 
M. E. Church. 

“I not only fina no criticism with 
it, but I think it‘ rather beautiful,” he 
said. “It seems to me the hymn ex- 
presses a wistful longing for immor- 
tality—longing for a place where things 
blasted in this life may achieve full 
fruition. It expresses, to my mind, the 
deep fesling of a human heart.” 

Use of the song was first attacked 
by the late President Wilson, Mr. 
Brown recalled. Speaking before a Sun- 
day school convention in Trenton, 
while he was Governor of New Jersey, 
the late President declared churches 
are not definite enough in religious 
education of youth “Where is this 
‘Isle of Somewhere?’” he is said to 
have asked. “Who charted it?’ 

Mr. Brown said it was first used at 
the funeral of President McKinley, and 
was not originally intended as a hymn.

“Beau Geste,” tragic mystery drama, 
opened the current week at Lowe’s Co- 
lumbia Saturday. 

Tensely dramatic, excellently pho- 
tographed, perfectly directed, reeking 
with the blood of men in battle, “Beau 
Geste” has a well-connected plot and 
some especially fine acting. It is one 
of the best pictures seen here. 

It is a picture of men, there being

Broadway on Its Ears, Turns 
Loose on the Avenue.

|WANTED—A PLAYWRIGHT, 


Since rumor carried up and down 
the Avenue hints that much might be 
expected of “The Wicked Age’—much, 
that is, in the way of high-powered 
naughtiness—the opening at Poli’s last 
evening brought out by far the fullest 
house of the young season. 

Mae West uncorked what she calls 
& comedy-drama in three acts. Pardon 
the word “drama.” This same Miss 
West, it may be remembered, gave 
Broadway and the world the overly- 


advertised play, “Sex,” an opus of the 
theater that sent tumbrils tumbling 
over One another in a mad rush with 
actors and actresses to the Tombs, or 
wherever it is they take player folk 
enmeshed in the cogs of the law. 

Though the colonel’s lady and Judy 
O’Grady may be, for all we know, sis- 
ters under the skin, “The Wicked Age”’ 
and drama have no more in common 
than some of the old-line dime novels 
had to do with state papers of the 
Wilson administration. Comedy it is, 
pure and simple, if not always pure. It 
is, forsooth, vulgar, if anything, at 
least in spots; but it has the saving 
grace of high voltage satire that sparkles 
at times and saves the piece as enter- 
tainment, if nothing else. 

Mae West may or may not be a play- 
wright. With the jury still out, there 
is no imminent danger of a verdict 
against Molnar, Pinero, Shaw, Sheridan, 
Shakespeare, et al. Howsomever, Mae 
is an entertainer—and how! She is a 
sort of composite picture of Mae Mur- 
rae, Sophie Tucker, Gilda Gray, and one 
of the stage’s leading dramatic ac- 
tresses. Is it Mrs. Fiske? Echo an- 
swereth not! Mae Murrae she is in 
type; Sophie Tucker in the manner of 
song recital; Gilda Gray in shimmy 
shaking, though Mae West is not 6&0 
violent. 

Now it may be argued that “The 
Wicked Age” is a queer play when its 
leading lady is suggestive of so many 
personages. In itself, that is the 
answer. There has never been another 
one just like this. Nor will there ever 
be again. As may be syrmised, it has 
to do with the younger generation. 
Though many attempts were made to 
put the younger folk on the boards, 
Mae West is the only successful por- 
trait artist of the lot. 
goes, her play may not be worth 80 
many pick-snifs; but her scenes from. 
life are all that can be asked and 
more. 

The proceedings begin by introducing 
into a well-regulated household a young 
lady with ideas of ‘ier own, “Babe’’ 
Carson. In the wake of “Babe” sophis- 
tication runs riot. Mae West, herself, 
in person, in the flesh, as some one 
remarked, plays “Babe.” The charac- 
ter is done in vaudeville tempo, with 
time out for wise-cracking, dancing, 
solo-singing and what-not, until the 
thread of the story gets lost somewhere 
after the curtain goes up on the sec- 
ond act and never returns until way 
toward closing time. 

There is one scene given over to @ 
“wild party,” staged by sixteen boys 
and girls—gin-guzzling, necking, and 
all that sore of thing—said to be true 
to life. If this is really the younger 
generation at work or play, the picture 
is a classic—and what a lot of old- 
timers we are! There is another scene 
—a bathing beauty contest—wherein 
the girls parade in the conventional 
one-piece woolens—and this no more 
nor less than a perfect picture. There 
is another—in the boudoir of the 
beauty queen—where Mae West “struts 
her stuff’—a satiric take-off on temper- 
amental ladies who rise to fame over- 
night and fall from the front pages @ 
week or so later. Good—and vulgar— 
vulgar and good—this! 

Aside from her attempts at play- 
wrighting, Mae West is a strange bun- 
dle of talents. She has written words 
and music for four songs sung in the 
comedy—two from her own thorax.
